In 
j thia.manner it will be seen that the. 
energy and time- wasted in one single 
year would'amount-to an unbelievable 
j sum if reduced, to dollars and* cents.

| ganization cannot be ignorant of the 
I inconvenience to which it is placing 
its patron nor of • the tremendous 
j waste of time and energy, speaking 
cumulatively, in every town along its 
tracks where the stations are innocent 
, of telephone connection. It is the in- 
j tontion of the^conltnittee appointed by 
| the club executive, and of every busi¬ 
ness man in town for that matter, to 
, have a telephone installed in our sta- 
1 tion, and the case will be*presented-to 
I the Calgary superintendent with suf-

From three to four "hundred vol¬ 
umes will be obtained as the nuclejis 
of our library and this will be added 
to from time to time as opportunity 
warrants. In order to foster the do-' 
velopment of libraries the government 
allows every village one dollar -jEor 
every dollar raised for library bopks 
up to three hundred and fifty dollars. 
That is to say that if Vulcan raises | 
any amount- for this library up to 
three hundred and fifty dollars this 
donation can be taken advantage of j 
every year. 

Mr. J. A. Lindsay offered space „in 
h is store for-housing the. library un- ! 
til such time as the village ftrn afford 
to. erect a library and also magnani¬ 
mously offered his services gratis as 
librarian. Such action on the part of j 
any citizen is not to be lightly passed 
over and we congratulate Mr. Lind¬ 
say upon exhibition of community 
spirit and suggest this as an example 
that should .benefit the district as a 
whole.

Twenty thousand persons in the 
United States are now ^rated as mil¬ 
lionaires, according to the New York 
Sun’s Washington correspondence of a 
recent date, the new income tax re¬ 
ports show. More than 12,000 new 
millionaires were created in this coun¬ 
try in the four years of the European 
war. > - 

The internal revenue bureau is re¬ 
ceiving these reports from all parts 
of the country as a result nf the filing 
of leturns. for the three months’ peri¬ 
od which ended last Monday*. 

The millionaires class, according to 
government standards,. inc’udes all 
perspns whose incomes for the calen¬ 
dar year are at least 60,000, or 6 per 
cent of $1,000,000. This, of course, 
includes some high salaiied executives 
whose private fortunes do not te al 
$ 1 , 000 , 000 . 

• On the other hand, this millionaire 
class indues many persons whose In¬ 
comes are well above $1,000,000 a 
year. Thus* for the last full 'year : or 
which reports were available totay, 67 
persons paid taxes on incomes rang¬ 
ing from $1,000,000 to $1,600,000 a 
rear. The average tax paid by these 
versons for the year was $249,948, 

For the same year four,'- persons 
made returns on personal incomes of 
at least $5,000,000 each. The average 
tax paid by this group was $4,937,731. 

In the calendar year of 1913 ap¬ 
proximately 7,500 persons were rated 
. millionaires, according to the internal 
revenue bureau. In 1915 there were 
17,000 millionaires and * n $917 there 
were 19,103.

The National Formats.’ Congress of 
the United States in convention re¬ 
cently issued a joint memorial to con¬ 
gress stating thgir position on such 
questions as railroads, price fixing, 
military training'and the labor situa¬ 
tion. In their opinion goveinment 
price fixing interferes with the law of 
supply -and demand and if the state 
fixes the price on any essential com¬ 
modity it should fix the prices on all 
other essential commomitios. To com¬ 
pel any group of citizens to sell their 
products in a regulated market and 
to buy supplies in an unregulated 
market .is unjust and discriminatory. 
The government ownership and opera¬ 
tion of railroads was opposed. 

Adequate production was emplia- ‘ 
sized, the assertion being made that 
the farmers are continuing their ef¬ 
forts to produce abundant foodstuffs, 
and demanding that both capital and 
labor do their share in keeping up 
production. 

“We have reached the critical point j 
in regard to shorter hours- of labor, I 
and a 44-hour week will neither clothe J 
nor feed the world,” it was asserted. J 
“The right to cease work individually 
or collectively, for adequate reasons 
is unassailable, but the practice of in¬ 
discriminate striking is indefensible. 

The'memorial states that “this- is 
the best country the sun sh'nes on," | 
and that “a people w^o would not ap¬ 
preciate and defend it would be un¬ 
worthy to exist as a nation,” and then

During the summer of 1881, 

* er# locating and running trail lines W 
tor the main line or the ‘Canadian —- 
Pacific Kailway along Nosbunsing 
Luke and down the Vase Creek to- 
wards Lake Nipissing. A Mr. Hegan 
was in charge of the party, that glut¬ 
ton for work, Mr. ET J. Duchesuay 
was transitman, and L'mile Tetu 
leveller. At that time th re was but 
one settler on 'Nosbunsing Lake, aud 
what fishing there was in it! 

While we were camped along the 
lake we used a lumberman's red boat 
■to take us to and from our work, 
when we Invariably trawled with a 
hand line and common spoon. 

I I recollect while rowing to work 
one morning, DUchesnay trawled. I 
sat looking on. Suddenly therd*waa a 
tremendous tug at the line. Uttering 
an exclamation Duchesnay began 
hauling it in, but it was no easy mat-, 
ter. Twas evident he had hooked a 
big one. Fortunately, however, the 
line was a stout one and the fish 
securely caught. After a brief and 
desperate struggle on the part of the 
fish, he was brought alongside of the 
boat. »The question then was. how tq 
get him on board? for we had neither 
gaff nor landing-net." At his belt, 
Duchesnay carried a neat little 32 
calibre Smith and Wesson revolver. 

A brilliant idea occurred to me. 

"Shoot it, Mr. Duchesnay.”!I called 
out. Promptly acting on my sugges¬ 
tion. at a range of a couple of feet 
or so, he broke his back with a bul¬ 
let, killing him immediately and a 
maskalunge of thirty-two lbs. weight 
—weighed on our return to camp in 
the evening—was lifted into the boat 
without any trouble. 

Tlrg'following Sunday morning Du¬ 
chesnay and I took a hark canoe and 
-went trawling. We had but one line 
and took it turn about to fish and 
paddle. I do not recollect how many 
we caught, but I do remember that 
after fishing, for only a portion of 
the morning, we brought back to 
camp more black bass and dor£ than 
_the whole party of about twenty-two 
healthy men could eat, before a good 
part of the catch went bad and had 
to be thrown away. 

I do not know how many settlers 
v ay now be living about the lake, or 



how much fishing has been tione 
since those days, but unless it has 
been much fished it should still well 
repay a visit of any enthusiastic dis¬ 
ciples of the . gentle art. 

Recollect we had but one common, 
large red and silver spoon. How the 
fish muat have swarmed in the lake, 
then. What sport might not expert 
fishermen have today, with rods and 
proper tackle? Where could they 
find finer camping grounds either, or 
lovelier wild scenery .of lake and 
woods?
